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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The examiner agrees with Applicant's remarks that Farmer fails to show means for 
detecting the pattern in the obtained image. 

Regarding Khairallah et al. (6,810,133), this reference shows an occupant sensing system 
which compares two images to determine the presence of an occupant. Khairallah et al. does not 
show a means for detecting a pattern located on the vehicle structure in the obtained image, or 
means for removing portions of the image associated with the pattern. Khairallah et al. does 
teach removing the effect of ambient sources in the images, however, this refers to effects such 
as shadows, not a "pattern located on vehicle structures". Further the removal of the ambient 
sources is not a "means for removing portions. . . so as to obtain information regarding occupancy 
within the viewable field." In Khairallah et al. an additional step is required: after the sources 
are removed, the image must then be compared with another background image to determine the 
presence of an occupant.
